Hero of Three Wars 
Commanders Arm Felt No Pain--It Was Gone 


NORFOLK, Va. (AP)-When

"I felt a stinging sensation in 


my right elbow," he recalled 
Saturday in a naval publication. 
"I realized I had been hit and 
looked down at my right arm. 
The arm was missing from the 
elbow down ar.d half my right 
forearm was lying on the star- 
board—right—console." 


The story of Foster's reaction 


and subsequent survival is one 
of the most remarkable to come 
out of the war in Vietnam. 


It occurred in July and was 


told for the first time Saturday 
in Approach, a monthly safety 
review published by the NavaT 
Aviation Safety Center at the 
Norfolk Naval Air Station. 


Lt. Cmdr, J. B. McDoniel, the 


publication's managing editor, 
said Foster wrote it to give hope 
to other American pilots in Viet- 
nam faced with desperate sit- 
uations. 


Serving "as an enlisted man in 


World War II, Foster re-entered 
the Navy in 1949 and flew 75 
combat missions in Korea. Now, 
he's being refitted with an arti- 
ficial arm at Oakland, Calif., 
Naval Hospital.

Foster recalled, "I had a hard 
time convincing myself 
that 


most of my right arm was miss- 
ing, but when I tried to move 
the stick I was convinced.

What will 37 cents buy? For that amount—give or 


.take a few pennies—you can get a malted milk, a pack- 
age of cigarettes, a box of pretzels, etc. If you happen to 


live in Appleton,,that same 37 cents could 
insure a well-rounded athletic program in 
two public high schools in 1967. If each 
Appleton property taxpayer were to add 
37 cents to his bill, the approximately 
$6,000 to assure the continuance of AHS' 
full sports program would be realized. In 
the wake of the recent "battle of the 
budget" and "tempest over the tax rate,"

it appears that the athletic program—a 


vital outlet for students' energies— may be the loser. 
This is no attempt to fix the responsibility here—both 
the common council and the board of education have 
been conscientious in dealing with their manifold budget 
problems—but it does seem a "penny-wise, pound-fool- 
ish" approach to allow the potential deterioration of this 
important phase of the education program. 


At the moment, it appears that AHS' $6,000 athletic 


request ($4,000 for West High and $2,000 for the new 
East High, which will be in operation for only the final 
months of the 1967 calendar year) will either be elimi- 
nated or reduced heavily. What would it mean? At worst, 
it could mean that all sports except the two income-pro- 
ducers—football and basketball—will be dropped. These 
would include the newer sports of wrestling, gymnastics 
and volleyball, as well as the older activities such as 
track, tennis, golf and cross country. At best, the over- 
all sports program would be hobbled by an austerity 
program. It could, in other words, limit the number of 
participants, force the use of inferior equipment, force 
students to purchase portions of their own uniforms, in- 
terfere with travel plans to scenes of competition, etc. - 


The $6,000 subsidy is relatively new for Appleton, 


but many other communities provide this kind of athletic 
help. Gate receipts don't cover prep sports programs 
any more, according to Bill Pickett, coordinator of phy- 
sical education in the Appleton school system. He cites 
some changes that have brought this condition about: 
1. New sports have been added to the program.(in 
wrestling, for example, a new mat costs around $2,200). 
2. Equipment and other athletic costs have risen. 3. At- 
tendance has dropped (especially in non-champfbnship 
seasons). Pickett notes that, at one tune, 90 per cent of 
AHS' students paid activity fund fees (a portion of 
which went to the athletic department), but now only 
50 or 60 per cent participates. 


There's no need to enumerate the physical, social 


and emotional values of athletics. Most persons agree 
that the benefits are considerable—but not everyone is 
ready to go all-out in an effort to insure their contin- 
uance. Perhaps some way can be found to aid athletics— 
when the school "budget is reviewed in the near future. 
If not, I'm ready with my 37 cents. How about you?

Concert by Fox Valley Symphony Was 
Revealing, Instructive to Audience

Two weeks ago we referred 


to the forthcoming concert of 
the Fox Valley Symphony 
•^Orchestra. Today we can look 
J>ack and report on that event, 
.which took place last Sunday 
jevening. 
" The concert was instructive 
-in many ways. It showed that 
•snowy weather and a tiny 
.'audience did not unnerve 
^conductor or players, for their 
playing was full of vitality 
."and optimism. It must be 
confessed that some persons 
-.entered Lawrence Chapel that 
evening with some anxiety, 
because it was known the 
•audience was likely to be 
.small and was feared that this 
1 might dampen the spirits of 
'the orchestra. We feared, in 
fact, that the concert might 
,be a flop. But the first chord 
of Mozart's Magic Flute Over- 
,ture assured us that such was 
'/not the case. 


It was a rich, 
splendid 


."sound, unusual in its sharp- 
,-ness and clarity. There is so 
r"much soggy playing hi orches- 
"tras these days; chords, even 
.when attacked accurately, of- 
-ten have a haze about them. 


This was not so Sunday night 
— the chordal sounds were 
often so clear that one had 
the impression of being able 
to reach out and touch them. 
It was exhilarating. 


Need to Step Up Drive 


The concert also showed 


that the ticket campaign and 
publicity will have to be 
stepped up if the orchestra is 
to enjoy the public support it 
deserves. 


We believe that this orches- 


tra can be one of the best in 
the state in a few years' time. 
We have the excellent players 
and we have had fine conduc- 
tors in Karlos Moser, the 
regular conductor, and Robert 
Gutter, who so ably took over 
this 
fall 
because 
of 
Mr. 


Moser's illness. We have the 
potential audience, too; this 
area is populous enough that 
we ought to be filling the 
chapel, eventually for two 
nights 
for 
each 
program, 


instead of one. But first we 
have to solicit and sell that 
audience. 


Another discovery afforded 


by the concert, at least to this 
listener, was the remarkable 
quality 
of 
Shostakovitch's 


First Symphony. We had not 
heard it for some years, and 
even 
then 
knew ' it 
only 


through recordings. Hearing it 
played live was revealing. The 
piece is a combination of

All Influencing Students Share Blame 
Valley Principals Dispute Sociologists Dropout Studies 


BY MALTA PENffilS 
Fort-crescent St«« Writer 


In most instances, the student 


who drops out of high school is 
someone society lost a long time 
ago, and everyone who has had 
any influence in his life should 
take part of the blame, not just 
the high school. 


This, 
generally, 
was 
the 


opinion expressed by principals 
of Fox Valley area high schools 
about 
a 
recent 
sociological 


study conducted in Michigan, 
which showed that the dropout 
problem is mainly the fault of 
the school system, not the pupils 
who quit. 


A number of conclusions were 


drawn 
from 
the three-year 


study completed at Ann Arbor, 
a community of 80,000, which, 
•according to the I960 census, is 
about 
42,000 less than the 


combined Fox Valley area. 


The rea'soq. for choosing Ann 


Arbor, the research team ex- 
plained, was that the schools 
were "exeuiplary of the national 


norm rather than an exception 
to the rule." 


Valley Lacks Negroes 


In spite of the metropolitan 


population in the Fox Valley, it 
is, admittedly, 
an exception 


because of the lack of a Negro 
population. However, there defi- 
nitely exists a working class, 
such as the one referred to in 
the study. 


Four general conclusions had 


been drawn from the study: 


—That 13 per 
cent who 


dropped 
out 
were 
actually 


"pushed out," i.e., that they 
were capable of completing high 
school and had begun with the 
proper motivation to finish. 


—That the schools have built- 


in obstacles for pupils who are 
not white, middle-class young- 
sters enrolled in college prep 
courses. 
" —That the general curriculum 
course "was viewed to be of low 
status by teachers and pupils 
alike and that pupils 
were 


ashamed of being in the general' 


course and viewed it as de- 
moralizing." 


—That pupils with low grades 


often are penalized by being 
excluded from all extra-cur- 
ricular activities, given extra 
work and required to spend 
extra time in school. 


In almost every instance, a 


majority of the points outlined 
were contested by the Fox 
Cities principals. 


It should be mentioned that 


the dropout rate would be quite 
difficult to measure in Wiscon- 
sin since the recently-enacted 18- 
year-old law has considerably 
decreased the number of with- 
drawals. 


Four of 800 


However, past statistics indi- 


cate that the dropout rate in the 


- Valley schools never was as high 
as 13 per cent, as the study 
shows. So far, the highest 
'number of student dropouts 
have been four at a high school 
of 800. 


According to the school ad- 


ministrators, one of the reasons 


the dropout rate is so low is 
that the schools have a good 
system of counseling. 


One high school even has a 


team of teachers who go over 
each child's record at the end of 
the year to check his weak 
points and "make sure he gets 
both what he wants and needs," 
the principal said. 


Ashamed of Books 


The big point of contention, 


the 
officials 
felt, was 
the 


curriculum, which, the study 
said, was centralized around the 
college-bound pupil, demoraliz- 
ing the other students to the 
point where they felt ashamed 
to carry their books. 


"We must stratify some of 


the courses," said one educator, 
"because not eveyone has the 
ability to take 
college-prep 


courses and therefore, should 
have subjects which they can 
follow and enjoy." 


"After all," added another, 


"everyone wants to make school 
a satisfying experience so that 
the student will want to stay in 


school. But the pupil will never 
be satisfied if he has to compete 
with others in subjects that 
either bore him or are too 
difficult." 


Matter of Discipline 


However, this does not mean 


that all subjects will be liked by 
everyone, one official said. 


"We are constantly fighting 


the 
idea that we can be 


everything 
to everyone," a 


principal said. "There will al- 
ways be those who don't like 
anything and in these cases, it 
is 
a 
mattter 
of discipline 


because eventually they will 
have to 'earn that there are 
many things we don't like but 
have to live with in life." 


In general, the public schools 


offer three types of curriculum 
—college-prep courses, general 
curriculum and the industrial 
arts or business courses. 


The students are not neces- 


sarily stratifed and almost all 
courses have a mixture of 
students. The principals feel 
that there, has never been a sign 


of students hiding their books 
because they are ashamed of 
their courses. 


In parocial schools, often a 


complete 
and comprehensive 


program is lacking because of a 
shortage of funds, rather than 
an attempt to keep a lower 
class of people out. 


"We make sure the parents 


are aware of the curriculum the 
school offers, and they are the 
ones who judge whether the 
child can get everything he 
needs out of the curriculum," a 
principal said. 


In other instances, the public 


schools 
offer 
industrial arts 


classes which the Catholic stu- 
dents can attend at a special 
time. 


"I can't imagine how we 


would 
be 
pushing 
out 
the 


students. We are 
constantly 


experimenting with new ideas to 
capture the interest of those 
students who have not done well 
in the past," said the intern 
principal 
of Kimberly 
High, 


who is on a government grant

to study and devise special 
programs for students who have 
performance problems. 


The last conclusion regarding 


penalization of student in extra- 
curricular activities because of 
his 
academic 
record, 
was 


wrong, the principals felt, in 
that the extra curricular activ- 
ity such as football, may help 
make 
school 
an 
enjoyable 


experience. 


However, none of the eight 


principals 
felt their schools 


were overly strict about letting 
students participate in activ- 
ities. 
Some used 
individual 


judgement, other schools had 
"no F" rules but the majority 
allowed their students to parti- 
cipate if they had a D average." 


"It is often easy for people to 


criticiEe the school for letting a 
child drop out. but the problems 
these students have did not 
always begin when they started 
high school at the age of 13 or 
14. Who will take the blame for 
the first 14 years?" one princi- 
pal asked.

Bird References 
In the Bible, 
Says Book Author

There are more than 300 references to birds to 


the Bible, according to Alice Parmelee, author of the 
book, "All the Birds of the Bible" (Harper, $5.95). 


Offhand, one can probably think of four or five 


mentioned frequently, such as the sparrow, raven, 
dove, eagle and hawk. But there are many more, 
some of which might surprise you. 


The author relates the episodes in which the 


various birds are mentioned, as in the story of Noah's 
ark, when Noah freed ravens and doves to see if 
they could find food on the watery earth. The raven 
apparently found food, as it feeds on carrion, but 
the dove, a seed eater, came back hungry. Later, 
after the flood had subsided, the dove too found 
food, and Noah knew it was time to start looking for 
a place to land. 


The author identifies the birds mentioned also. 


From the Hebrew version she translates the bird 
names into such well-known ones as vulture, osprey, 
kite, hawk, stork, pelican, cormorant, swan, owl and 
cuckoo. All of these, no doubt, are still found in 
Palestine, which has a bird population of close to 
400 species. 


In Chapter 14 of Deuteronomy is a listing of 


"unclean" birds^ which were forbidden as food. 
They include mostly birds of prey and carrion feed- 
ers. At the end of the list is the bat. The author 
makes no comment on its inclusion in a bird list 


In that well-known portion of the Song of Solo- 


mon, which describes the coming of spring ("For 
lo the winter is past, the rain is over and gone. The 
flowers appear on the earth. The time of the sing- 
ing of birds is come, and the voice of the turtle is 
heard in our land)," she has inserted the word 
"dove" after "turtle," as is often done when that 
excerpt is printed now. Since turtles are silent, the 
turtle dove is probably meant. 


Miss Parmelee calls the author of Job the best 


naturalist in the~Bible. There are frequent references 
to plant and animal life. In the Book of Job you 
may remember some of them: "Eagles swooping on 
UK 
-rey;" "wisdom in the ibis;" "speak to the earth

shall teach thee;" "the ostrich flaps her wings 


in pride;" and "Doth the eagle mount up at thy 
command?" 


Many stories about birds and their relationship 


to various people have been told since the Bible was 
written. One well-known tale concerns the goldfinch, 
the robin and the crossbill. The only bird men- 
tioned in the story of the crucifixion is the cock 
which crowed twice while Peter denied knowing 
Jesus three times. 


"According to an old legend," the author says, 


"these birds witnessed the Lord's suffering on the 
cross, and in their attempt to help Him they them- 
selves suffered. The crossbill struggled desperately 
to wrench the nails from His hands only to twist 
his beak so that its mandibles became crossed as 
they are today." 


The robin's breast became stained with blood 


when helping to pull the thorns from His Crown, 
and the European goldfinch has the touch of red 
on his head from being stung by the thorns.

Before Believing It

STUTTGART, Ark. — This last day's shoot was to 


climax a new duck hunting experience for a couple of 
northerners, who like others from their Wisconsin 
and Illinois homes wanted to see and do the actual 
waterfowl hunting in a gunner's dreamland before 
believing it. 


Bill Apple, retired insurance man and full-time 


duck hunter, had introduced Photographer Pat Snook 
and this writer to Leavelle and Mike Smith, the 
Stuttgart insurance and real estate men who operate 
Lost Island reservoir. The introduction resulted in 
an invitation to shoot as guests of the Smith brothers. 


On our way to Bill's hunting cabin, following an 


interesting conversation with the Smiths about their 
duck shooting grounds, Bill said, "There's a lot of

good duck hunting in Arkansas. But in my opinion, 
Lost Island is the best. It should cap off your trip." 


This 1,060- acre man-made reservoir has utility 


as well as recreational value. Surrounded by seven 
miles of ditch up to 12 feet deep, what is actually 
three parallel reservoirs is used to flood nearby rice 
fields, and its pumps can pull out 30,000 gallons per 
minute. When the ducks leave in the evening for 
the rice fields, they blacken the sky and in the morn- 
ing, when this tremendous rush is reversed, the air 
is full of the sight and sound of ducks. That's when 
the hunters do their gunning in 420 acres of green 
pinoaks that also provide a choice puddle duck food; 
acorns. The remainder of the reservoir is undisturb- 
ed rest area. 


This concentration of ducks defies description. 


But counts by federal agents have put as many as^ 
135,000 of 300 acres and 500,000 on 640 acres. During 
normal years there are 200,000 to 250,000 ducks on 
Lost Island reservoir and in 1963-64 the winter in- 
ventory showed. 56,000 there, something over half 
the estimated number of ducks in the state. Despite 
this temptation, probably not one per cent of the 
ducks using the area are shot by hunters, careful 
records are kept and the laws carefully adhered to. 


The chance not only to see a place like this but 


actually to shoot it was what we almost missed in the 
alarm clock fiasco. The less said about it the better. 
But when the assigned "waker-up" for the hunting 
party burst into the room hollering that the clock 
hadn't gone off, it was already the time we were 
supposed to be at the boat landing, and we had to 
dress and drive 40 minutes to reach it. 


There was little we could do except suppress the 


sick feeling that comes when you muff a chance at 
anything worthwhile; drive over to the landing, navi- 
gating the flooded access road, and offer our most 
abject apologies for any inconvenience we may have 
caused our host. 


But when the "on-time" hunters pulled in about 


9 a.m., Leavelle Smith would have none of it. "Hap- 
pens to everybody," he insisted. "You didn't hold us 
up. You weren't here and we left. Besides, it was a 
kind of slow morning in this hard rain, and I'd have 
been ashamed to have you fellows out there." 


The ducks in the boat were evidence that this 


Southern gentleman was going out of his way to get 
us off the hook. However, we were really flabber- 
gasted and grateful when he continued, "Tomorrow's 
probably going to be a busy day, but don't you worry. 
I can work the two of you in without too much trou- 
ble — if you'd like to go?" 


The next morning Pat and I were there »n hour 


ahead of the appointed time.

-four other out of state hunters, shared a long blind. 
Leavelle and I stood in the water, crotch deep on a 
tall man as the result of two days of heavy rain.

Leavelle said to me after he'd checked his watch and 
given the okay to load up. "Just lean up against a 
tree."

The best shot, the best caller and the best duck 


retriever in the crew turned out to be one of the 
finest sportsmen and gentlemen it's been my pleasure 
to encounter. Between chewing gum drops and cau- 
tioning us when the birds were working in, he grunt- 
ed into the call until it seemed he'd have to replace 
the reed, sloshed through the pinoaks making sure 
downed birds weren't lost in the timber and then 
wiped the eye of more than one of us with a couple 
of terrific shots. 


The wettest, sweatiest man in the crew when the 


shoot ended about 9 a.m. was our host, who could 
have hired the work done. And he appeared the 
happiest when making sure downed birds weren't 
wasted and showing the visitors what caliber of duck 
shooting was enjoyed at Lost Island. 


Not for a minute while we were out did we lack 


for dozens to hundreds of birds in sight. Yet 10 min- 
utes after opening time, Leavelle said, "This is one 
of those mornings they won't work our decoys too 
much. If we want to fill early we can't wait for 'em 
to set. Take 'em when they swing over."

bearings while in the woods. Too many have a com- 
plex -about compasses, a sort of false pride which 
usually results in hours wasted trying to find a way 
out or in search parties having to be organized to 
find them. 


They seem to think that use of a compass reflects 


unfavorably upon their ability as woodsmen. To de- 
pend upon a compass brands one, it seems, as a 
novice hunter, a man without experience or woods 
savvy. Yet the best guides wouldn't think of tackling 
a patch of wild country without a compass. 


It is safe to say that every hunter, regardless of 


experience, loses his sense of direction in the woods 
each time he is out, especially when he hunts strange 
terrain. This is because he concentrates on the hunt, 
for the most part. 


He does not become lost in the sense that he 


must abandon his efforts to get out, nor will it be- 
come necessary to build a fire and wait for a search 
party. He gets lost in a limited interpretation of the 
word — that is, he does not always emerge according 
to his calculations (otherwise known as being tem- 
porarily mixed up). He finds his way out only be- 
cause he does not allow hysteria to dominate sound 
judgment. 


He takes special note of unusual landmarks such 


as huge or grotesque rocks, large trees, the direction" 


In which a stream is flowing, and sounds that will 
pinpoint a highway or a logging camp. He keeps the 
location of the sun in mind and takes note of wind 
shifts. 


But the sun does not always shine, wind patterns 


change frequently, there is not always a stream or 
highway to depend on and, to the hunter who has 
suddenly realized he is temporarily confused, every- 
thing around him appears to be just a patch of woods 
with no distinguishing landmarks. 


The chief danger in such situations lies in the 


hunter substituting panic for reasoning. He walks 
in circles because there is nothing to guide him in a 
definite direction, or so he thinks. 


Should you find yourself in this predicament and 


without a compass, pick out a distant tree or other 
abject that lies ahead of you in a straight line, walk 
to it, select another and continue the process. 


In this manner you will eventually emerge at 


some point, rather than having to wander aimlessly 
about without direction. Many hunters who carry 
compasses will attempt to relocate their bearings 
without resorting to the instrument. This increases 
their ability as woodsmen. They experience no panic 
because they know the compass will get them out if 
their judgment fails. 


In any case, a compass is a mighty handy piece 


of equipment to have around. It's a good feeling to 
know you have one when entering strange territory. 
You can forget about getting lost and concentrate on 
the hunting. 


Why not exercise common sense this fall when the 


hunting season opens? Equip yourself with a quality 
compass, learn how to read it, carry it with you when 
afield and believe it. It could save you hours of 
unpleasantness, considerable embarrassment and 
perhaps even your life.

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The recommendation of staff officials

Projections of 
the Coordinating Committee for Higher 
Education have cut back a little on ex- 
pectations but the figure of 17,000 stu- 
dents at the university at Oshkosh by 1980 
is still a mammoth one. The campus has 
had the tremendous increase of 300 per 
cent in the last five years.

rollments may have had something to do 
wtth the bid of the state university staff 
fcwtmore Fox Valley students. Wisconsin 


University at Whitewater this year

But while these competitions are under- 


standable, they are also expensive and 
impractical. A good illustration was pro- 
vided this week in the recommendation of 
a CCHE subcommittee that three schools 
of architecture be started in the state. 
There is no such school at present and the 
need for the state to provide professional 
training in this field is demonstrable. Both 
university systems put in their bids to the 
CCHE to launch such a program. And the 
subcommittee recommendation is just an- 
other costly compromise designed to keep 
everyone happy. 


Competition for graduate study pro- 


grams is bound to develop between Osh- 
kosh State and the new University of Wis- 
consin-Green Bay. There are indications 
that OSU will press aggressively in the 
near future for additional fields of major 
and master's study in order to get them 
started before the Green Bay University be- 
gins operations. Such aggressiveness is not 
to be criticized, but it is bound to pose 
more problems for the CCHE. 


And our question is whether the CCHE 


even with its reorganized structure Is go- 
ing to be able to meet these challenges. 
The coordinating committee is now dom- 
inated by citizen members not directly 
associated with any of the three boards of 
higher education in the state. It now has 
its own independent director and staff. 
And these are moves in the right direction. 


But the impractical and unnecessary 


competition between our university sys- 
tems as is now being illustrated between 
Oshkosh State and the new university at 
Green Bay must be eliminated. The co- 
ordinating committee will be severely 
tested in the next few years on its ability 
to manage the problem.

Shawano Octogenarian Pauses in Her 
Busy Life to Recall Happy Childhood

"The girls all had to help with chores in the home.

I could reach the washboard in the tub. It was won- 
derful exercise to bend over and rub and rub and 
rub. 


"Rain water was caught in a huge barrel that 


stood beside the house to catch the water coming 
from the roof. During dry spells, we used water from 
the pump. We called it 'running water' because we 
ran. to the pump and then ran back again. 


"Clothes had to be wrung by hand. One of our 


biggest jobs every week was the ironing. Besides all 
the men's shirts and pants, we had our own ruffled 
dresses and petticoats that measured two yards wide. 
This task (the ironing) was done with four or five 
flat irons heated on top of the cook stove; Everything 
was starched as stiff as a board; many times "one of 
the irons would stick to the starch, which made us un- 
happy because then we had to wash and iron the gar- 
ment all over again. 


''During the summer we girls wore starched sun- 


bonnets .every day; no one wanted to get tanned and 
'the bonnets kept our complexion white. Since but- 
termilk was considered very good for this also, we ap- 
plied it regularly to our stonv Our hair was worn in 
bangs, the rest of it being parted In the middle with 
braids hanging down our backs. We used lard as our 
hair oil to keep it smooth and shiny. 


"There wer* no electric lights in those days, only 


. kerosene.and.g«s lamps and lanterns that.had to be 


cleaned- every single day. The chimneys had. $• 
sparkle like diamonds. 


"Another daily chore for us girls was bed miking; 


believe me, there were a number of them to make. 
Some of the beds were homemade by my grandfather. 
Carl Birkholz, who was a carpenter. There was a l»ng . 
bench against the wall used for a settee hi the day- 
time, then opened up into a bed-at night. There alia 
was a trundle bed that rolled under a big bed when 
not in use. 


Corn Husk Mattresses 


"Mattresses were made of strong muslin filled 


with corn husks. Twice a year the old husks would fee 
dumped out and aired, the ticking washed and re- " 
filled. One stirred up the husks to make the mattress • 
fluffy. Feather beds were used instead of mattress 
covers. There also were woolen quilts and large pil-. 
lows filled with down and feathers." 


Mrs. Brei also remembers many.of the home 


remedies that the family used in those days for ill- 
ness. Each family, she recalls, had to have and usual- 
ly made its own remedies. Camomile tea was used 
for the stomach ache. Unwashed wool was placed 
against the neck and cheeks when mumps descended: 
an onion poultice was the best remedy for colds. If a 
stiff back or neck was the ailment, the patient was. 
rubbed with skunk oil on the strategic spot. Head- 
aches were treated with a rag soaked in vinegar; this 
was tied around the head. Cold sores were dabbed 
with spirits of camphor. 


School Days Fondly Recalled 


Mrs. Brei remembers well the one-room school 


ihe attended. Originally constructed-of logs, the walls 
had been covered with red brick by the time she -g»t 
there. For $28 a month the teacher would try to edu- 
cate .about 40 students in the three B.S. According .$• 
Mrs. B, the children "admired the teachers even if 
they did wear the same two dresses all through tfce 
term." 


"Winters were much colder in those days aa4 


the snow was much deeper," she writes. "Walking dis- 
tance for my brothers- and sisters and me was three 
miles. We used to walk on snow banks, so we had i» 
dress warmly. Homespun stockings, sheepskin coats, 
woolen hoods and mittens, high-topped shoes «id 
rubbers were our outfits, but fingers and toes 'gat 
pretty cold many times. 


"Off we went every morning with a lunch bucket 


hi one hand and books in the other. The bread aad 
lard in our sandwiches froze as hard as a rock. . At 
lunch time, we managed to stand near the pot-bellied 
stove in the middle of the schoolroom and unthawed 
the bread bit by bit and bite by bite. 


"On a wooden bench stood a pail of water with a 


dipper beside it. We all used the same dipper, yet we 
all survived. We hadn't studied about germs yet." 


Those school days remembered bring back 'the 


Friday afternoon spell-downs- with winning •. team 
members getting an apple or.an orange and, some- 
times a pencil for prizes. It was a day when strict or- 
der was kept; the whisperer had to stand and face the 
class as a punishment. School opened each morning 
with a song, every pupil singing whether he or she 
had a good voice or not. The song Mrs. Brei remem- 
bers especially goes like this;

He never fell out on a long march as some of 
the others did, never griped about the weight of the 
pack or the M-l rifle or the 50-caliber 'machinegun 
they taught him, to shoot.

Gingerbread 


Cranberries gleam like jewels among the glitter- 


ing bright fruit slice candies atop the roof of this 
gingerbread Christmas house. It's straight out of the 
pages of a fairy tale book and it's designed to de- 
light the hearts of all children. This it certainly will 
do ... but better still the easy building of beautiful 
house will delight as well the homemaker on busy 
holiday schedule. 


It might even be called a "pre-fab," it's that easy 


to make. Using a gingerbread mix, follow the direc- 
-tions for mixing cookies. Only substitute cranberry- 
orange relish for the water required ... it makes a 
delicious cookie base. Roll out the dough into six 
simple pieces (the bigger the pieces, the larger the 
house and the more cookie mix will be needed). Each 
of the six pieces represents the four sides of the 
house and the two sides of the pitched roof. After 
the mix is baked and cooled, cut out six matching 
pieces of cardboard by outlining with a pencil around 
each baked gingerbread piece as a guide.

Tape the cardboard pieces together to make a 


frame house. Then" attach, the cookie Avails and roof 
•pieces to "the cardboard frame with decorator's frost- 
ing. 


The doors and windows are outlined with piped 


frosting, the roof is paved with candied orange or 
lemon slices (or both in alternate fashion) and rosy 
red fresh cranberries set in a thin layer of frosting. 
Wafer cookies, alternating with gum drops, make an 
excellent fence while flaked coconut resembles the 
snow. A decorated ice cream cone upended becomes 
yard trees. 


-To complete the scene, a tree candle that's bulky

''When they run better candi- 
dates than we do," said one 
Republican veteran, "we are 
in trouble."

publican put it this way: 


"I believe we are becoming 


less provincial, and less resis- 
tant to change." 


The politician speaking rep- 


resents a district far removed 
from the political concerns of 
down-town Milwaukee but he 
observed: 


"I'm really concerned about 


some of these Milwaukee 


problems, and I believe the 
people there know that more 
of us recognize their needs." 


The veteran remarked also 


that the legislature is showing 
the results of an increasingly 
high educational attainment 
among its members. The new 
majority 
leadership, as is 


often the case in legislatures, 
is dominated by lawyers. But 
collectively the chosen com- 
manders represent the best 
educated — in the formal 
schooling sense — of any 
comparable group to hold, 
power in Wisconsin legislative 
history.

wife of an African diplomat 
killed her two babies and 
herself recently, police called 
it a case "with no apparent 
motive." But in the corridors 
of the United Nations you 
heard a different theory. 


Loneliness, said one veteran 


secretariat employe, 
might 


have driven the 19-year-old 
girl to throw herself and her 
children from a high building. 
She was a girl uprooted from 
a. tribal society and abruptly 
moved to a huge, noisy city. 
She found herself sealed off 
by' a strange language and a 
still stranger culture. 


"These delegates' 
wives, 


especially the ones from the 
developing countries, feel an 
unbearable 
solitude. 
They 


rattle around in a big apart- 
ment with no friends or 
relatives to talk to while their 
husbands are occupied day 
arid night at the U.N.," said 
the staff member. 


Con'f Afford If 


"Some can't afford baby 


sitters to enable them to 
attend U.N. social functions 
with their husbands. Others 
are-too shy to venture into an 
alien social life, even if they 
could." 


Many delegates themselves 


have felt keenly the isolation 
of a strange and sometimes 
hostile city, despite the pres- 
sure of their work and daily 
contact with diplomats of 
similar background. 


Some of them have also had 


contact with color-conscious 
landlords, restaurants where 
they feel unwanted and other 
places" of discrimination, said 
a civic official. "It doesn't 
make 
t h e m 
feel 
very 


welcome." 


But efforts are made to 


make delegates welcome —by 
the United States mission to 
the United Nations, by Mayor 
John V. Lindsay's office, and 
by volunteer organizations. 


The first official contact a 


newly arrived diplomat has 
with New York is a letter of 
greeting from the city com- 
missioner to the United Na- 
tions, Mrs. John L. Loeb. This 
is accompanied by a booklet 
describing such conveniences 
as shopping" centers and laun- 
dromats, and gently intro- 
ducing the stranger to odd 
ways of New Yorkers. 


Mother's Helper 


"We follow this up with a 


personal visit by one of our 
staff 
and then invite the 


diplomat's wife to a tea so 
that she can meet the wives 
of other new arrivals," said 
Mrs. Loeb, an attractive, gray- 
haired woman with an easy 
smile. 


Organizations such as the 


Hospitality 
Committee 
for 


United Nations delegates are 
ready to hunt for an apart- 
ment or provide a mother's 
helper. 


This assistance is valuable, 


but 
it 
cannot 
shield 
the 


African or Asian delegate 
altogether 
from the harsh 


realities of racial discrimina- 
tion. 
Housing has 
always 


posed a major problem for 
such 
diplomats, 
especially 


those of lower rank. 


Most African missions re- 


fuse to let their staff mem- 
bers live in Harlem which 
tney regard as segregation at 
its 
most flagrant. Junior . 


delegates usually avoid the 
suburbs because they can't 
afford cars and the subway 
system baffles them. 


There is an old theory that 


a dark-skinned envoy can go 
where he pleases in America 
if he has the foresight to wear 
his 
native 
headdress.' It 


doesn't always work out that 
way. 


Not long ago, a young 


African of the Moslem faith, 
'donned his fur-trimmed fez 
and set out to look over an 
apartment. He already had a 
preliminary telephone agree- 
ment with the rental agent. 


"When I walked into his 


office, the agent didn't pay 
any attention to my fez," he 
said. "He just took one look at 
me, acted embarrassed and 
said everything was booked." 


New York has laws against 


discrimination, and its Human 
Rights 
Commission 
stands 


ready to enforce them. But 
accusing a landlord of racial 
bias and proving it are two 
very different things. 


Above Laws 


Most landlords who bar 


Africans and Asians insist 
they do so because delegates 
have diplomatic immunity and 
are thus beyond the reach of 
American courts. Thev could 
break a lease and they could 
not be,held for damage done- 
to an apartment. 


Landlords have been found 


guilty of overcharging diplo- 
mats on more 
than one 


occasion. Mrs. Loeb said she 
had not heard of rent gouging 
since she became 
commis- 


sioner, but there have been 
other problems. 


"Sometimes lower echelon 


delegates are asked to put up 
from 
two to four months 


security on a flat," she said. 
"This makes it difficult be- 
cause the diplomat's mission 
often refuses to put up the 
money 
and 
the 
diplomat 


sometimes does not have it."

"Policemen are often un- 


civil to us," said one West 
African, "bus drivers 
are 


downright rude. We hail a 
cabbie and he slows down 
until he sees the color of our 
skin." 


Saudi 
Arabia's 
peppery 


ambassador, Jamil Baroody, 
dwelt on the racial issue when 
he recently proposed the U.N. 
move its headquarters out of 
New York. 


In some cases, diplomats 


obviously have come to Amer- 
ica with preconceived notions- 
and are ready to interpret the 
impersonal rudeness of New 
Yorkers as a slight to their 
race. 


"Thev often fail to realize 


that the rude doorman or 
offensive taxi driver acts the 
same toward me or anyone 
else," said Mrs. Loeb. 


Through the U.N. Hospital- 


ity Committee and other such 
groups, delegates and their 
families are often invited to 
New Yorkers' homes for a 
social evening. Most guests 
seem to enjoy the experience, 
but sometimes 
it is hard 


going. 
-' 


"Those from more primitive 


societies seem to be trying to 
cover up their background 
with an arrogant manner," 
said one American hostess. 
"And 
some wives are so shy 


and withdrawn that it is 
painfully difficult to keep up a 
conversation." 


On the other side of the 


coin, New Yorkers have some 


problems too. Many resent the 
foreign visitors who glide by 
in limousines with DPL plates, 
making 
them 
immune 
to 


ordinary laws. 


Free to Plunder 


Swathed in a protective 


mantle of diplomatic immuni- 
ty they can, if they choose, 
assault American citizens, spy 
on U.S. defenses and flout 
local traffic laws without fear 
of 
prosecution. The 
worst 


threat they face is expulsion, 
and that is rarely invoked 
except in cases of espionage. 


Traffic violators are the 


most frequent offenders, and 
Mrs. Loeb is trying to cope 
with this by having New York 
police ticket diplomats' cars 
with blue tickets called "re- 
quest cards." These tickets 
have no punitive force, but 
the stubs are sent to the 
commissioner. 


If she notes repeated viola- 


tions by any mission, Mrs. 
Loeb sends the chief delegate 
a letter asking him to urge his 
staff to try harder to observe 
the laws of the host city. 


"This practice went into 


effect Aug. 1," said Mrs. 
Loeb. "In 
the first 
three 


weeks we got 300 stubs, but in 
the next 30 days there were 
only 69. It is too early to tell 
with certainty how well it is 
working, but we are hopeful." 


But New Yorkers still recall 


the case o! the Latin-Ameri- 
can delegate who spat in a 
New Jersey cop's face during 
an argument over a traffic 
violation. 
The 
policeman 


dragged his assailant to the 
station house. Before he could 
book the diplomat, however, 
the State Department stepped 
in and the law settled for an 
apology. 


One fatal Case 


Then there was the case of 


Yugoslav Ambassador 
Joza 


Brilej, who was involved in m 
accident in which a pedestrian 
was killed. 


The district attorney clear- 


ed Brilej of criminal negli- 
gence. The Yugoslav envoy 
cooperated fully in the inves- 
tigation and his government 
voluntarily made a substantial 
cash payment to the family of 
the victim. It is not always 
so. 


Some diplomats, apparently 


afraid 
that 
even 
a 
tacit 


admission of guilt might get 
them in hot water with their 
governments, have reportedly 
instructed 
their 
insurance 


companies not to pay any 
money to parties they have 
injured. 


Crusty envoys like Jakob 


Malik and 
Valerian 
Zorin 


have gradually been replaced 
by a new breed of Iron 
Curtain diplomat. He is eptio- 
mized by Ambassador Nikolai 
T. 
Fedorenko, 
the 
Soviet 


mission's 
present chief. A 


cultured man with an abun- 
dance of charm, Fedorenko 
wears s m a r t l y 
tailored 


clothes, speaks English fluent- 
ly and has been seen browsing 
through art exhibits in the 
company of Western envoys. 


The most noticeable change 


has been in the Russian wives 
who were once kept concealed 
in the mission quarters if they 
were allowed to come to 
America at all. 


Drab Wardrobes 


"The few Russian women 


we did see looked like their 
wardrobes had been created 
by a furniture upholsterer," 
said one Western envoy. "But 
not any more." 


Today 
the Russians are 


ardent party givers and ap- 
pear at most of the affairs 
given by other delegations. 
Their wives turn out in chic 
costumes and mingle freely 
with the guests. 


Gradually diplomats are get- 


ting used to New York and 
the city may eventually get 
accustomed to the 
striped 


pants set.

— Early one morning a band 
of North Korean Communists 
shot, bayoneted and clubbed 
six American soldiers to death 
on an almost-forgotten front. 
What were the Americans 
doing there, 13 years after a 
vaguely remembered war? 


The war was the conflict for 


the defense of the fledgling 
Republic of Korea 
against 


North Korean and Chinese 
Communist armies. 


By the time a truce was 


achieved in 1953 at Panmun- 
jom, the United States had 
committed to the fighting 5.7 
million men, sacrificed 137,000 
of them in killed or wounded. 
Sixteen United Nations allies, 
with lesser forces, 
fought 


beside the United States. 


Today, 
50,000 
American 


troops police 18^4 miles of the 
151-mile 
truce line 
beside 


560,000 South Koreans. To- 
gether 
they 
maintain 
the 


armed 
and 
uneasy 
peace 


against 400,000 North Koreans. 


Why So Many? 


Why must so many Ameri- 


' cans continue to keep what 


seems like a never-ending 
vigil? What would happen if 
they were pulled out? Why, if 
they are needed at home, are 
the South Koreans able to 
send 45.000 of their men to 
fight in South Viet Nam? 


One of those who sought to 


answer these questions was 
President Johnson. On Nov. 2, 
he was sleeping scarcely 30 
miles away when the Commu- 
nists stole across the line and 
killed the six Americans. 


The day before, speaking to 


U.S. and United Nations sol- 
diers at Camp Stanley, he had 
said, "Except for you and 
your brothers who came here 
ahead of you years ago, I'.orea 
would 
now be 
under 
the 


master's 
heel 
and people 


would 
teb 
them 
how 
to 


worship, 
what they 
could 


learn, what they rould read, 
and how they would live every 
hour of every day. They would 
have no choice." Johnson 
assured South Korea's Presi- 
dent Chunc Hee Park that the 
United States has no plan to 
reduce the level of its forces 
in Korea. 


Few Remain 


U.S. 
Gen. Charles H. Bon- 


esteel III, the U.N. comman- 
der and the man responsible 
for the American forces, tells 
newcomers to his command: 
"You 
are reporting for duty in 


a 
strategically 
important 


country which borders the 
Communist world. Known of 
old as 
the 
'Land of the 


Morning Calm', Korea, in the 
military sense, depends for its 
cairn today on you and every 
other American soldier, sailor 
and airman who, along with 
your trained Korean counter- 
parts, stands 
guard along 


freedom's frontier." 


Of the troops who fought in 


the Korean War, only the 
Americans, South Koreans and 
a company of Thais remain. 
Across the line, the North 
Koreans 
stand 
alone, the 


Chinese 
having 
withdrawn 


across the Yalu River. The 
Chinese could — and Peking 
warns would — return if 
hostilities flare up again. 


The American forces are 


the 1st Corps, 2nd Infantry 
Division, 7th Infantry Divi- 
sion, 38th (Air Defense) Artil- 
lery Brigade, and the 4th 
Missile Command. Ligistical 
and administrative units pro- 
vide the supplies and house- 
keeping for them.

Ablaze Often 


Though '.they get few head- 


lines, incidents of one kind or 
another keep the armistice 
line ablaze much of the tinlp. 


"But as long as we are able 


to talk, even to keep on 
insulting 
each 
other, 
the 


blazes won't burst into a 
bonfire," said one veteran 
U.S. 
officer. "It is costing us 


lots of money to keep our 
troops here, but it is a damn 
sight cheaper than fighting 
another war." 


If, as Johnson and Park 


said, the situation in Korea is 
so serious, why has Park sent 
two 
full divisions to 
Viet 


Nam? What does this do to 
Korean security in face of the 
enemy? 


The Koreans have gone to 


the 
Viet 
Nam 
battlefront 


because South Korea — after 
years of poverty and privation 
— now is economically strong. 


"In a way, we want to pay 


back the United Slates for all 
it has done for us," said one 
Korean. "And, having experi- 
enced the bitterness of com- 
munism, we are more alive to 
its dangers than others. We 
believe that if communism 
isn't stopped in Viet Nam it 
may menace us again." 


Park has replaced the miss- 


ing divisions with reserve 
units now undergoing inten- 
sive training. If, as he is 


requesting, they are equipped 
with modern American weap- 
ons he expects them to be 
fully as tough as the "Tiger" 
and "White Horse" divisions 
now in Viet Nam. 


Since 560,000 South Korean 


troops confront only 400,000 
communists, couldn't the '50,- 
000 Americans be withdrawn? 


They might, without Immedi- 


ate damage. But the blow -to 
South Korean morale would 
be a heavy one. And it might 
give the communists some 
dangerously wrong ideas. 


During the Korean War, 


though 
the 
South Korean^ 


sought 
bravely they 
were 


generally lacking in training 
and discipline. It has taken, 
years to bring them up tp 
their 
present peak. Their, 


outstanding record in Viet 
Nam has given their morale a 
boost. 


Dangerous Job 


But both sides agree it is 


too soon to leave South Korea 
without the comforting pres- 
ence of those 50,000 Ameri- 
cans. Should the Americans 
pull out, getting them back 
would take precious time. No 
one here has forgotten that 
the North Koreans invaded on 
June 25, 1950 and a few days 
later were at the gates of 
Seoul. 


How well prepared are the 


Americans the South Koreans 
depend so much on? This is 
an important question. 


Lt. Col. Marshall Bass of 


Hampton, Va., commanding 
officer of the 1st Battalion, 
38th Infantry, stationed north 
of the Imjin River close to the 
line, says, "They are profes- 
sionals. They have a tremen- 
dously fine attitude. They are 
just a hair below perfect." 


Maj. John Pearcy, executive 


officer of the 1st battalion, 
38th Regiment, says: "This 
job up here is a dangerous 
one. 
This battalion has not 


lost a man. We're going to 
continue not to." 


But lack of action raises a 


problem. It is hard to keep 
troops up to fighting pitch. 
Patrols become irksome when 
the element of danger has 
been removed. 


Old 
timers 
among 
the 


Americans here have another 
complaint. 


"We're not getting the veter- 


ans we used to get," one 
sergeant said. "They're going 
to Viet Nam. I suppose you 
can't blame them. They want 
to be where the action is. It 
helps them in their career. 
Korea sets the kids, some of 
whom don't know what it's all 
about." 


Two of the Americans on 


the fatal Nov. 2 patrol were 
only 17 years old. One of them 
was the sole survivor, Pvt. 
David Bibee of Ringgold, Va. 
The higest ranking noncom 
was a 19-year-old specialist 
fourth class, the equivalent of 
a corporal.

Gardens With Much Variation 
Need a Common Denominator 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


Indoor Gardeners seldom stop adding to their 


plant collections. Either they find new species and 
varieties that appeal to them, or else they become so 
enamoured of a single kind they propagate it end- 
lessly. If your garden is made up of plants so varied 
that no two are even similar, they need to have some 
common denominator to give them unity. Even if 
they are all of a kind in size and shape, thought 
should be given to choosing containers and the pro- 
per setting to avoid a spotty look. 


The easiest way to handle a -great number of 


plants is to keep them grouped together as much as 
possible. This not only simplifies watering and groom- 
. ing but most plants benefit from being in close prox- 
imity to others. Naturally, all plants in any group- 
ing should like the same light intensity, and, within 
reason, the same type of watering. Individually pot- 
ted, their soil preferences will have been taken into 
consideration, but if they are out of pots, in a com-

In- 
stead, choose pots of conventional shape, muted col- 
ors and,keep them plain.1 If you wish, simply use 
standard red or tan: clay pots; Sometimes unattractive 
when used singly, they are excellent for grouped 
plants.

Are 
there any restrictions on the size of a dog which may 
be shipped as air freight or excess baggage? 8. Will 
a dog shipped as excess baggage or air freight always 
be on my plane7 9. How far in advance of flight time 
should I reserve space for my dog as either air freight 
or excess baggage? 10 Where and when must my 
dog be delivered? 11. Must I deliver my dog in a 
carrier? If so, what should such a carrier be like and 
what information should appear on the outside? 
12 What arrangements does the airline make for dog 
food water, blankets and first aid? 13. Can I take cut 
insurance on my dog? 14. What is the cost of trans- 
porting the dog?

World of Bridge a Poorer Place

The death of Albert H. Morehead in October left 


the world a poorer place for the thousands who knew 
him and the millions who read his books or bis bridge 
. column during his 30-year tenure as bride editor of 
The New York Times. 


Fresh from Harvard, Morehead entered the world 


of bridge as an assistant to Ely Culbertson, just be- 
ginning to make a name for himself as the great 
authority .of contract bridge. The Great Depression 
.of .the early 30s was no obstacle to-Culbertson or-Ms 
young lieutenant.

. Morehead .became Culbertsoh's chief 
advisor, 


: agent and ghost-writer. When the older man with- 
drew from bridge activity Morehead became president 
.of the American Contract Bridge League and became 
a youthful elder statesman when his term of office 
expired.

column with the news that nobody else knew how to 
•get. I remember one year when the scorers at the 
national bridge tournament were struggling with a

Today there are at least 3 million bowlers in Japan making it the second 


largest bowling country in the .world after the United States. There are over 
7,500 lanes in over 300 centers across the islands. And new .places are opening 
at a rate of one a week, almost faster than Shinto priests can be booked to 
perform the traditional purification rites, a formality observed in Japan upon 
the launching of any new venture. 


Why has Japan taken so avidly to this newly introduced sport? 
Sociologists in the United States have long agreed that bowling helps In 


releasing a feeling of resentment or hostility. In England, for example, a , 
researcher decided that bowlers make better husbands because they take out 
their office-built tensions on the pins rather than on their wives. 


This may explain why bowling has zoomed to such success in Japan, where 


tradition and social r&trictions have an inhibiting effect upon human behavior. 
In the home, in education, in the professions — all activities are bound by 


" rigid traditions — wives no less than geishas, actors as well as sumoh wrestlers, 
. tea ceremony and flower arrangement artists. Bowling gives them all that 
feeling of release. 


Take the geisha, fo/example. It's a word meaning "a person of pleasing • 


accomplishments." A star performer at Kyoto's world-renowned Cherry Bios-, 
som Festival, Teruko Yoshida, stresses that the ability to talk knowledgeably . 
about the sport with her clientele, is a geisha "must." 


Students, likewise, who are perhaps the most enthusiastic bowlers and 


crowd the bowling centers morning and afternoons say quite frankly that this 
sport provides relief from the rigors and discipline of scholastic life. 


The oldest known bowler in Japan is 75-year-old Kasayusa Ikeda, president 


of a company in Yokohama, who bowls every morning near his home before 
going to the office. His reason: to get some exercise without too much exertion 
or taking time away from work. 
•. 


Japan is a country that emphasizes sports and personal conditioning to a 


high degree. 'Whatever sports the Japanese enter upon, each athlete has a • 
strong urge to'perfect himself and achieve memorable success. In the case. 
of bowling, high scores! 


To keep the women interested in the tenpin recreation, many of the bowling 


center operators shuttle buses between their establishments and apartment 
buildings. They also provide luncheon and staff nurseries so Mama-san can 
bring junior along. This is something new for Japan because, hitherto, father ' 
had all the outside fun and everybody else stayed home. 


As in all activities in Japan, traditions and rules have already been set up 


which will dictate the disciplines of he bowling lanes. All centers close at 
midnight while minors are refused attendance after 11 p.m. 


There are no cash prizes in tournament play or in private matches. To 


the victors go trophies, trips and other non-negotiable winnings. Any breach 
of behavior considered sufficiently serious will bar a patron from any lane for 
his misconduct. •

In Outlying Areas 
Part of Panic Plan

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 


(AP) 
— Viet Cong attacked 


police squad conducting census 
operation. 
Eight 
policemen 


killed, one wounded, three cap- 
tured. 


Viet Cong assassinated five 


civilians. Twenty civilians ab- 
ducted. Viet Cong threw three 
grenades into home of regional 
forces soldier. One woman and 
two children wounded. 


Viet Cong halted bus. Four 


males kidnaped. 


These are routine entries In 


the weekly record of Viet Cong 
activity, part of the war of ter- 
rorism that goes on every day 
and every night in Viet Nam. 


Often the terrorism is over- 


shadowed by the more dramatic 
clashes involving more than 360,- 
000 U.S. troops here. 


The increasing ability of U.S. 


forces to search out or strike 
bacl| at large, organized enemy 
forces has had little effect on 
the 'jwar the terrorists conducl 
across the country against vil 
lages, hamlets, checkpoints and 
outposts. 


Terror Reigns 


Neither U.S. nor Vietnamese 


officials are able to supply ac 
curate, comprehensive figures 
for terrorist incidents on a na 
tionwide basis. 
One 
report 


shows that in the first six 
months of this year 253 village 
officials were killed and 167 kid 
naped.
